Soldiers Remains Rescued 


From a Grave in the 


Potter's Field. 


SANFORD POST'S PROMPT ACTION 


Took Charge of the Funeral and wi! 


Bear All Expenses. 
Service was 


Held in Grand Army Hal! Sun- 


clay Afternoon, 
Rests 


in Soldiers' Mound. 


Thomas Pugh of Blackinton died at the 


hospital Saturday. He leaves a son and 
two daughters, but the relations of father 
and children had for some reason been 
such that the latter declined to bury him 
or have anything whatever to do with 
the matter. 


The c; y authorities were consequently 


not:'._a and were preparing to inter the 
remains iu the potter's field when it was 
reported to Sanford post that Mr. Pugh 
was an old soldier. A. W. Fulton began 
an investigation. He visited Blackinton 
and worked on the case all Sunday fore- 
noon, and finally succeeded in establishing 
the fact that Mr. Pugh was not only a 
veteran, but served in tho "Old Tenth," a 
regiment in which North Adams has 
always had a special interest owing to 
the large number of men from this city 
•who served in it. 
Mr. Pugh enlisted 


from Great Barringtou and was a mem- 
ber oi Co. A. He enlisted in June, 1861, 
and was discharged in July, 1864. He waa 
badly wounded iu the leg at the battle of 
Salem Heights. 


Mr. Pugh never joined the Grand 


Army, and, being a very reticent man, 
seldom talked of his army experiences. 
He had lived in Elackinton only six or 
seven years and bnt few people here knew 
that he was a veteran. As soon, how- 
ever, as Mr. Fulton established that fact, 
the city was notified that it need do no 
more towards disposing of the remains. 
That duty was assumed by Sanford post and 
the funeral services, in charge of Com- 
mander Tower, were held at Grand Army 
hail Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock. Rev. 
B. P. Fuller of Lawrence, who supplied 
the Baptist church pulpit, and Rev. Wil- 
liam Spencer officiating. The duging was 
by a quartet. 
The remains were placed 


in the tomb and were to have been inter- 
red in the soldiers' mound in Hillside 
cemetery, but the family finally concluded 
that they would like to bury the body by 
the side of their mother's grave iu the 
Blackmton cemetery, and permission was 
granted by the post. 


It is rare that an old soldier is not gen- 


erally [known as such in the community 
where he livea, but such was the ease in 
this instance. The members of Sanford 
post are thankful 'bat the fact was dis- 
covered in time to prevent an army com- 
rade from filling a paupers grave, whioh 
is one of the things the Grand Army never 
allows when the facts are known. In 
this case the veterans stood by when 
family ties counted for naught and it was 
a striking illustration of the fraternal 
spirit which pervades the Grand Army of 
the Republic.

FEELING IN CUBA. 


The Commercial Interests 


pesire Annexation, Not 


Autonomy; 


Matanzas, \ Island of Cuba, via Key 


West, Flu., Oct. 18.—The business ele- 
ments here, in Havana and elsewhere 
seem to have arrived at the conclusion 
that the Madrid government cannot end 
the war by arranging to grant autonomy 
to Cuba. 


A number of important merchants and 


sugar planters of Spanish origin, in con- 
junction with several Cubans of promi- 
nence, have been holding secret meetings 
and have been corresponding with people 
in various parts of the island with the ob- 
ject of ascertaining the views of the com- 
mercial and planting community as /o 
the future tor Cuba most likely to further 
their interests and those of the island in 
general. 


It is expected that the majority of the 


replies leceived will be favorable to advo- 
cating the annexation of Cuba to the 
United States as the Washington govern- 
ment alone, apparently, is able to guar- 
antee peace in Cuba and the protection of 
life and prosperity. The plan of Sen or 
Sagasta, the new Spanish premier, to give 
autonomy to Cuba is far from giving sat- 
isfaction here and has greatly increased 
the feeling the discontout existing. 


BANDITS MASSACRE. 


Thieves and Murderers Re- 


leased From Prison and 


Magistrate Murdered. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct, 18 -The city of 


Kuang Yang in Hunan province has been 
captured and its inhabitants massacred by 
a band of rebels forming part of a rebel 
army which is devastating Hunan i.nd 
Kuans; provinces. 


In Southern China, August 27, the ban- 


dits scaled the walls of Knang Yang with 
the intention of capturing the provincial 
prisons ana releasing three of their mem- 
bers there imprisoned. 
One band tore 


down the prison, setting free several 
hundred murderers, thieves 
and im- 


prisoned debtors; another gang attacked 
the central part of the city, first mur- 
dering the magistrate, who had sent the 
three bandits to prison. His entire family 
numbering 32, including servants, were 
killed. 


The entire night was spent in slaying 


and plundering. All mandarins and every 
civil and military officer in the city were 
beaten. The number killed and injured 
exceeded 14,000. The insurgents numbered 
15.000 men, half of them armed. Their 
avowed object is to destroy the existing 
government in the southern China. 
The 


Government is greatly alarmed but has no 
adequate means of suppressing the iusur- 
lection. 


SMPORTANT SUIT. 


The Complaint Against the 


Manhattan Railroad 


Dismissed. 


Albany, Oct. 18.—The complaint of 


Mortimer Hendricks of New York against 
the Manhattan Railway company, alleg- 
ing that its directors had unlawfully paid 
out of the fund of the corporation in 
dividends to stockholders a sum aggregat- 
ing nearly $3,000,000, and asking that an 
investigation be aade of the affairs of the 
company for a period from July 1, 1S90, to 
September 30, 1896, was dismissed by the 
railroad commission today on a report of 
Commissioner Baker, who made a per- 
sonal examination of the affairs of the 
company,

count of ill health and anxiety respecting 
the health of the Marchioness of Salis- 
oury, and that an early reconstruction of 
the cabinet in consequence is probable.

EDITOR DAM DEAD. 


Quietly Passed Away at His Home 


Sunday Afternoon. 


LAST OF A BRILLIANT GALAXY. 


A Man of Strong Dislikes and 


Very Warm Friendships. 


New York, Oct. IS.—Charles A'. Dana, 


•ditor o£ the New York Sun, died at 
2:20 Sunday afternoon at his home near 
frlen Cove, L,. I. 
Saturday morning 


he had a relapse, and it was apparent 
that recovery wes impossible. 
Several 


times, however, he rallied, but towards 
night he began to sink. 
Daring the 


night there were feeble rallies, but they 
did not last long-. 
Sunday morning 


it was seen that the end was but a few 
hours off. 
The end came quietly. 


Thp cause of Mr. Dana's death was 


cirrhosis of the liver. 
On June 9 he was 


at his office apparently 
strong- and 


healthy. 
The next day he was taken 


ill, and has not since visited New York. 


CnATCLES A. DANA. 


Although Mr. James Gordon Bennett 


Will probably maintain so long as jour- 
nalism lasts the fame he won as the foun- 
der of a modern American journalism, 
and although Horace Greeley will stand 
pre-eminent as the political journalist, 
and Henry J. Raymond as the politician 
journalist, it is probable that the tradi- 
tions ot journalism as they shall be told 
in the future will point to Mr. Dana as 
the greatest of American journalists. 


C. A. Dana was born at Hinsdale, N. H., 


on Aug. S, 1S19, and when he was 16 years 
of age he entered Harvard college, im- 
mediately giving evidence that he pos- 
sessed unusual mental gifts. But he 
was obliged to give up fats college 
couise. 
Whether it was overuse of 


his eyes by candlelight or neglect, a func- 
tional disturbance which threatened to 
become organic compelled him to aban- 
don his books just as he was entering the 
junior year. 


Soon a,f ter Sir. Dana thought of a mer- 


cantile career, and he went to Buffalo, 
Books, observation, association with 
men who knew much about many things, 
had far more fascination for thib lad 
than did the drudgery of barter or the 
chink of silver over the counter. He 
became dreary and was fascinated with 
the problems of socialism as they were 
discussed in hN early youth.iind he gladly 
jolnpd that famous but wholly impossible 
socialistic 
community 
called 
Brook 


Farm, w hi^h was established in \vhat 
was then tS'e town of Roxbury, Mass. 


Here Mr. Dana, with Nathaniel Haw- 


thorne and Margaret Puller and George 
Riplcy and George William Curtis and 
others who were of literary fame or 
promise, did his shaie of menial work 
^ith cheerfulness and held his own in the 
literaty and jihilosophical discuss-ions 
which were carried on by these thinkers. 
Dana was one of the first to realize that 
the experiment was, it not absurd, at 
least bound to be a failure. He lived long 
enough to see all of his associates In that 
experiment die and every one of them 
convinced that the scheme was Utopian. 


As» he wns very anxious to put himself 


in touch with the world and to go to the 
other extreme from that represented by 
the provincialism of Brook Farm, Mr. 
Dana went to Europe. He had already- 
learned to read French and to speak it 
fairly well. The facility with which he 
acquired languages was marvelous and 
remained with him long after he had 
passed threcscoie and ten. 


Soon after reaching Paris he spoke 


French with fluency, and as he was there 
at the time of the revolution of ISIS his 
newspaper instincts were fully devel- 
oped, and his acquaintance with French 
enabled him to fully understand the 
meaning of the exciting scenes of that 
day. He wrote of them in a series of 
letters published in the New York Tri- 
bune, and his correspondence is even 
regarded to 1hls day as a model of that 
department of journalism. 


Undoubtedly this work brought Mr. 


Dana, into close relations with The Trib- 
une, 
for soon after he accepted an offer 


from Horace Greeley to become man- 
aging editor of that paper. 


Mr. Dana's connection with The Trib- 


une gave him an intimate acquaintance 
with most of the great men of the Repub- 
lican party, and when, in 1861, owing- to a 
disagreement with Horace Greeicy re- 
specting the attitude of The Tribune 
upon the conduct of "the war, ho retired 
he was esteemed as one of the influential 
young men of thf party. Edwin M. 8tan- 
ton, 
the secretary of war, who knew Mr. 


Dana well, offered him the post of as- 
sistant secretary of war, and he under- 
took these labors with extraordinary 
energy. Much of the time he was with 
General Grant in the west. He was sev- 
eral timaMlnder fire, showing great cool- 
cess and courage. His executive capacity 
was never more superbly revealed than 
when, as the representative of the war 
department, he was engaged in forward- 
Ing Grant's gigantic military schemes. 


After the war Mr. Dana might have ac- 


cepted several offers to re-enter business 
life, but the fascinations of journalism 
caused him to decline every proposition 
of that sort made to him. A company 
frvas organized to create and publish a 
great Republican newspaper in Chicago, 
and Mr. Da.na, was offered the editorship, 


Jnd a small interest in it was given to 
him. At that time, however, Chicago 
•vvas not the great metropolitan city thai 
3t is today, and Mr. Dana found difficul- 
ties of various sorts in establishing tho 
paper. He sold out his interest, receiv- 
ing therefor some $7000, and that was trie 
first time In his lite that he found him- 
self possessed of any considerable sum 
of money. A friend advised him to m- 
vesb it in. a house in New York, which 
he did, and others of his old-time Re- 
publican friends, notably Colonel Fred 
A. Conkling, brother of Roscoe Conk- 
ling, subscribed a sum sufficient to buy 
for Mr. Daoathe New York Sun, v.'hich 
was to be published as a low priced lie- 
publican newspaper. 


Mr. Dana took charge on the 1st of 


January, 1888, the paper then having 
about 40,000 circulation, and his con- 
spicuous career began with that issue 
of the paper. He called about him a com- 
petent staff, and in less than two years 
had in many respects revolutionized 
journalistic methods. 
He sought lor 


news where other editors had ignored it, 
and he developed what Samuel Bo\\"lcs, 
himself a, great editor, said was the. 
"imaging style o£ reporting," now in 
vogue in every first-rla&s nev* rfpa-pcr. 


Ol Mr. Dsina it has been said that ho 


probably got more rational enjoyment 
out of life, more honorable and exquisite 
delight in learning and in nature and 
art, than any other man of his lime. He 
was riob fond of modiocie, O'ther in in- 
animate objects or among men. Foi a 
mediocre reporter he had small tolei a- 
tion, but "\\as enthusiastic over a iuil- 
liant reporter or writer, aUhougb rj-iher 
caieful not to let -he young man know 
it. 


Mr. Dana was nearly 50 years of age 


before he b^gan, of his own experience, 
to know the luxury of wealth. lie \^ oulrl 
not have made a great money miker, 
smce he caied but little for money ex- 
cepting as it enabled him to graiity his 
cultivated desires. Sometimes he was 
thought to be foolish in his expenditures, 
for it' a thing suited him he took it, even 
though the pi-ice was exorbitant. On the 
other hand, if he was not satisfied lie 
would not buy, no matter how great the 
reduction in price. He could not dicker. 
When he went to Tlie Tribune as man- 
aging editor his salary was $12 a wuek, 
and he v, as 45 years o£ age before he had 
received more than $50 a weeK. The roy- 
alties on his book of household poetry 
and upon Appleton's cyclopedia bi ought 
lum a larp.oi income than that although 
this monuy came t,i mm mostly alter he 
became editor of The Sun. In his lat^r 
years Mr. Dana received a s-ilary o£ 
$50 00 a yea<- Jrorn The Sun and hand- 
some dividends upon the «tuck, a ma- 
jority of which ho contiolled. 


Those wbo knew Mr. Dana well have 


always felt that the single limitation o£ 
his character was that he could not al- 
ways control his prejudices. Ho wt1- as 
stanch and true as steel to his fi iend«, 
even though others accused some of 
them of abusing the friendship, and he 
was also persistent, vehement and, his 
enemies used to say, malicious in hisan- 
tagonism. 


CAPTURE OF BURGLARS.

They propone to turn out those old-fash- 
ioned teachers who do not believe with 
Mr. Debs that this country is an "eco- 
nomic hell,' that congress ougut to be 
abolished as a "useless nuisance," that 
"the courts of this country are organized 
for the benefit of the favored class," that 
nine-tenths of the people are slaves and 
all the rest of tboso inspiring sentiments, 
so well calculated to make good, law- 
respecting, patriotic citi«ens out ot the 
youth of tnc lano. 


la the piece of these old fogy instruc- 


tors they aro going to fill the chairs of the 
Kansas colleges with up-to-date socialists 
and anarchists who will inspire the youth 
of the commonwealth with the sublime 
doctrines of Debsism. 


The people of Kansas have survived 


many grievous afflictions in the past. May 
they have patienca and fortitude to carry 
them safely through this latest visitation 
of ism in its most aggravated form.

It is tradition, and the statement is 
commonly accepted as historical truth, 
that in their labors to render the coun- 
try as uninviting as possible, these In- 
dians suppressed 
numerous 
springs. 


Such results were accomplished in an 
ingenious manner. 
The Indians dug 


down and cleared away the dirt until 
they found the crevices of the rod; 
through which the water came 
They 


took the fibrous bark of a species ol 
fir tree and tamped it into the crev- 
ices. 
As the material became Yv'atcr- 


soaked it swelled until it plugged 
Nothing remained but to throw back 
the dirt and to give to the surface the 
general arid appearance of the sur- 
rounding country. 
This was not a 


temporary expedient. 
It resulted, ac- 


cording to the present theory, in the 
permanent destruction of many sourc- 
es of water. 


To this day the appearance of slight 


moisture often stimulates a search for 
one cf the missing springs. .Occasion- 
ally these searches are successful. The 
earth is removed, 
the crevices 
are 


found, the bark is picked out, and ilu 
•water, after more than two centuries 
of being turneu back, resumes its nat- 
ural flow. — Topeka Capital.

Thousand Strong," is an old and some- 
what discrepid piano tuner, who car- 
ries on his business in this part ol 
Minnesota. His name is A. B. Irving. 


One day soon after Lincoln's call for 


800,000 more men, Irving, then a young 
man, was on his way to Defiance, Ohio, 
from Fort Wayne, for the purpose oj 
singing at a political and loyal meet- 
ing. He had considerable reputation 
as a composer and singer, and the Re- 
publicans had aske'd him to come and 
help them. On the way he read tha 
poem, which had just been published. 
Irving studied it, formulated a tune, 
hummed it and got the rhythm, and 
that evening at ..je Defiance meeting 
he sang the song for the first time. 
When he had finished and the last 
echoes had died away men mounted 
their chairs with 
wild enthusiasm, 


! swung their hats and broke loose in 


i cheers that rang with feeling. 
He 


sang it again and again, and they 


, could scarcely let him rest. 
| 
The next night he sang the song at 


Port Wayne, and again aroused tho 
same enthusiasm. 
He wrote out tha 


music and sent it to the publisher who 
had himllcd what he had composed, 
with instructions to publish it on bia 
usual terms of royalty. 
It was pub- 


lished, and inside of a month mora 
than 40,000 copies had been sold. In 
a few days the publisher failed and 
Irving never received a ucllar for tha 
music.—Win-Jom, Minn., rceporwr.

He always supposed 
they were preserved as grim mementoes, 
but once cad an experience which opened 
his eyes to the fact that in some cases, at 
least, the proceeding has in it an element 
of business. . 


In the case related, the undertaker had 


buried a member of a family, the head of 
which had done "the square thing" by 
expending for a casket somewhat more 
than he felt he could afford, judged in the 
light of subsequent circumstances. Some 
time after the funeral he called on the 
undertaker and began to-j.raise the casket, 
particularly the handles, which he con- 
sidered exceptionally handsome and val- 
uable. The undertaker agreed with him 
and in the course of the conversation was 
led-to-speak of the cost of such a set. The 
words had hardly left his mouth when 
the man whipped the handles out from 
under his coat and offered to sell them at 
half the price named.

was hardly thought that he could live 
through the night. There is a large hole 
in his left temple made by thn charge 
from Mosely's gun, the muzzle of which 
was held so close to Mr. Spencer that the 
shot entered with the effect of one solid 
bullet. The reporters were told Saturday 
afternoon that the man was dead, and the 
family telephoned the same message to 
relatives in Connecticut. 
In the late 


afternoon on going into the room it was 
found that the patient was still breathing, 
although the pulse was weak. Dr. Camp 
of Great Barrington was telephoned to 
and was soon at the house. Hedidwlut 
he could for the man, but said yesterday 
that he coulcHive but a short time. 


The shooting took place at the Spencer 


home in HartsvHle, h little hamlet in the 
town of New Marlboro. Nathaniel Mosley, 
the assailant, is considered by many to be 
insane. 
He has been living with his 


mother in Mill Eiver, but she left him and 
went to live at Spencer's, evidently fear- 
ing to remain at home with her son. 
He 


has been to Spencer's bouse several times, 
ostensibly to see his mother, and invaria- 
bly carried an old-fasioned, muzzle-load- 
ing shotgun, tie always inspired fear 
atnong the membersof the household, but 
they never complained. 
He went to the 


house Saturday morning at 6 o'clock, 
stayed a short time and went down the 
road in the direction of the Berkshire 
trout hatchery. 
There the report of hi8 


gun was heard, and it is stated by those . 
living in the vicinity that it was fired into 
the air. Soon after 8 o'clock he returned 
to the Spencer houseand held a conversa- 
tion with his mother,,asking her to return 
home with him. She refused to do this, 
at which Mosely became angry. 


Arthur-!. Spencer, the 18-years-old son 


of George,,becam& alarmed at the hostile 
demonstrations which the man was mak- 
ing In the front .yard, and went to the 
rear of the house, where his father was 
cutting'WOOd. The'boy, in a frightened 
tone, inforrned-hisrf'ather tfc.at Nathanic' 
was'ugly, arad: requested'him to come t . 
the front.of the house. 
Mr. 
Spencc. 


drove.'the:axe' in the-block,. entered tin. 
house fromifche rear and-sat down on the 
door sill, .in the-east side of the annex. 
Mosoly was standing about eight feet 
away<from. him. Spencer tri«d to reaso:, 
with the man, telling him that 
hk 


mother did rtbt'wantito go<baek home. A 
heated discussion arose over this point 
and Mosley was finally ordered to leavt 
the grouncis:'if not he would be arrested 
before night. These were the last word.. 
Spencer spoke. Mosely raised his gun 
without warning and'fired full in Spen- 
cer's face. 
Spencer half rose, turnca 


partly around^and sank forward on his 
face across the door sill. In the jam oC 
the door were buried the bird-shot with 
which the gun was heavily loaded, and a 
handful-of-gray'hair, torn from the vic- 
tim's head. Mrs. Spencer, 
who was 


standing iiiitheskitchen a few feet from 
the stove,. an interested observer o£ the 
scene being enacted, 
received several 


•shots in her left elbow and chin. Her 
injuries will not prove serious, although 
the shock is very severe. 


Mr. Spencer was born in isew Marlboro 


and incwed to Sheffield when a young 
man. 
He went to Hartsville about 15 


years ago and had lived there since. He 
served in the 37th Massachusetts regiment 
for three years and lost a finger from his 
left hand, and received several wounds in 
his leg during his service. Mosely lives 
alone less than a mile from the Spencer 
house, 
and 
is a 
rover. 
He 
was 


twice 
examined 
by 
Dr. 
Camp of 


Great 
Barrington, adjudged insane, 


and confined In the asylum at North- 
ampton. He was released on. both occa- 
sions, pronounced cured. He was confined 
for the last time aDout a year ago and 
since his release has lived in Hartsville 
and vicinity. For the past few days he 
had been parading the streets of the v 1~ 
lage, but so far as can be ascertains, 
offered no violence to anybody. He wast 
however, considered a nuisance and the 
selectmen were requested to have him 
removed from town.
